POLICY 
Charging that the petroleum companies, or some of 
them, are deliberately withholding natural gas from the 
market in hopes of higher prices is one thing. Proving it 
is qpite another matter. 
Even without the built-in burden of bias, which most of 
us carry, the same set of facts or statistics can lead 
different people to entirely opposite conclusions. 
Consider the allegation by congressional investigators 
that Texaco is sitting on more than 500 billion cubic feet 
of natural gas in two fields off the coast of Louisiana 
which they say could have been tapped to help alleviate 
this winter’s shortage. 
According to the investigators, the fields could be 
brought into full production in six months. Texaco, 
however, has not slated them for production until the 
1900s 
Is this a case of capitalizing on the suffering of fuel- 
hungry Americans, a blatant attempt to force the 
deregulation of gas prices? Or is it simply prudent and 
commendable foresight on the part of Texaco? 
The company argues that those who claim production 
from these reserves should be stepped up are advocating 
a "drain- America- now” policy. Is this a self- serving 
subterfuge? Or is it a wise warning we ought to heed? 
Obviously, if we wanted to, if we made it our No. 1 
national priority, we could vastly increase production of 
domestic gas and oil in a matter of months. If the nation 
faced a war- emergency situation, there would be no 
question about doing so. 
For that matter, the timber industry could double or 
triple its production of lumber by cutting trees scheduled 
for future harvesting. The mining companies could 
accelerate their output of iron and coal, as could every 
other supplier of raw materials. 
Again, if it were a matter of immediate national sur­ 
vival there would be no question about doing so, and we 
would worry about the consequences later. 
But the challenge facing us in regard to gas and oil is 
not that of boosting output as quickly and as greatly as 
poMible — severe as the current shortage is. Rather it is 
one of insuring that there will be enough fuel to keep the 
country running over the coming decades. 
Of course, this still leaves room for the possibility that 
the energy companies have not been as energetic as they 
reasonably could have been in meeting the un­ 
precedented demands of this winter. But the amount of 
natural gas allegedly withheld is so small compared to 
our total consumption that it could not in any event have 
prevented the present crisis. 
It is smaller yet compared to our projected future 
consumption. Thus the real danger is that by focusing on 
the symptoms rather than the disease itself, we risk 
deluding ourselves into believing there really is no long- 
range energy crisis and that all we have to dois force the 
companies to give us as much as we need. 
Whether the government proves its charges against 
Texaco or others or not, the fact will remain that 
Americans are still without a sense of urgency about 
energy, and the country is still without a rational energy 
policy.

projected budget surplus of $78 
billion by 1981, thus lending 
support for President Carter's 
promise of a balanced budget by 
the end of his term Of course, 
this assum es an average growth 


rate of 5.5 per cent and a drop in 
unemployment to 4.4 per cent by 
1981 Lest those conditions not be 
fulfilled, the seerers at the CBO 
cam e up with another projec­ 
tion: a 4 per cent growth rate by 
1979 and an unemployment rate 
of 5.6 per cent by 1981. This 
would lead to a budget surplus of 
only $10 billion in 1981. 
But 
these 
seductively 
reassuring figures should be 
regarded skeptically. Last year, 
the CBO said that we would have 
a budget surplus in 1981 of $98 
billion In just one year, we’ve 
lost $20 billion of the projected 
surplus And going back to 1971, 
Alice Rivlin, who was then

for 
the 
Brookings 
Institution, and is now in charge 
of the CBO, projected a budget 
surplus of $17 billion by 1976. But 
instead of a budget surplus of $17 
billion, we had a budget deficit 
of $76 billion. The difference 
between $17 billion in the black 
and $76 billion in the red is $93 
billion Needless to say, if Ms 
Rivlin is as good at predicting 
the stock market as she is at 
predicting federal finances, a 
person could make a fortune by 
ignoring her advice. 
To be fair, Ms. Rivlin may not 
be altogether to blame for the 
inaccuracy of her predictions 
Predicting the future is not easy 
for anyone-and 
it 
is made 
especially difficult by politicians 
with the power to change it. 
Whenever there is a projected 
budget surplus -even when it is 
one five years in the future-- 
Congress will try to spend it 
And when the projected surplus 
is illusory, the effect of ad­ 
ditional spending is just that 
much worse 
The projections 
themselves 
spur 
additional 
spending 
and 
thereby 
upset 
whatever 
validity they may 
once have had. 
Ms. 
Rivlin and the other 
budget projectors are caught 
between a rock and a hard 
place. If they predict a large 
surplus. Congress will spend it 
before it materializes If they 
predict a deficit. Congress will 
spend more to "stim ulate the 
economy" in order to produce 
greater revenues Either way. it 
will be only dumb luck if the 
predictions actually come true 
So long as taxpayers continue 
to elect the spenders to Congress 
there won’t be a reduction in the 
federal deficit, now over $700 
billion.

"One of our big concerns is a 
serious fire danger for wildlife 
refuges 
and other 
habitat," 
said Harvey Willoughby in a 
news release mailed from Den­ 
ver. "Both grass und water 
supplies are expected to be 
short for wildlife, as well as for 
livestock ” 
Willoughby predicted natural 
fish 
production 
losses 
from 
drought impact on streams and 
reservoirs, with a resultant in­ 
creased demand for fish hatch­ 
ery stock. 
"W e anticipate trouble in Ne­ 
braska at Valentine Refuge’s 
Pelican 
Lake, 
the 
primary 
source of northern pike eggs," 
he said. "Reduced water levels 
may end the lake's usefulness 
as a northern pike source, and 
so far, we have not been able 
to locate a suitable alternate 
source." 
He said Pelican Lake pro­ 
vides up to 30 million pike eggs 
and is the major source of sup­ 
ply for the Great Plains and 
western United States 


Willoughby said the drought 
will create conditioms favorable 
for spread of disease by con­ 
centrating waterfowl and other 
wildlife 
near 
limited 
water 
sources. 
“ Predator control difficulties 
already have intensified," he 
said, “ with coyotes tending to 
confine most of their move­ 
ments to night, making aerial 
control less effective, and scent 
attractors for trapping are less 
effective in 
hot. dry condi­ 
tions.” 


"With 
most 
animals 
con­ 
centrating near water sources.” 
Willoughby said, "they will be­ 
come easier targets for preda­ 
tors." 
He said the cost per predator 
for coyote control has climbed 
54 per cent in Utah and Colora­ 
do because of drought condi­ 
tions 


Willoughby also said he has 
recommended little or no emer­ 
gency haying for livestock on 
refuges 
because of previous 
drought conditions and the dan­ 
ger of further soil loss by wind 
erosion. 
In 
Missouri, 
Kansas 
and 
Iowa, he said, several marsh 
units have dried completely, 
with dust blowing from the nor­ 
mally wet habitats.

clog Hanoi’s narrow streets.

scene on the crowded side­ 
walks. 
Then you see that the trucks 
are filled with bricks, sand and 
other building m aterials, com­ 
ing into the city to be used in 
rebuilding 
bombed buildings 
Five years ago at the height of 
the war the trucks were loaded 
with ammunition and weapons 
and were heading out of town 
to war fronts in the South 
And 
on 
closer 
inspection, 
most of the people in military 
gear are not soldiers They’re 
workers 
utilizing 
the 
most 
available clothing 
What has not changed in 
Hanoi 
is 
the 
beehive 
in­ 
dustriousness 
that impressed 
visitors in the past Now it is 
directed at rebuilding 
Highway billboards that used 
to display heroic pictures of 
peasant gunners shooting down 
American airccaft now extol 
the virtues 
of farming and 
show giant cabbages and trac- 
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tors 
Newspapers that

accounts of victories over “the

Americans” write of roadbuild- 
ing and food production on 
those southern battlefields 
You can still buy books about 
the spectacular victory in 1975 
that collapsed the Saigon gov­ 
ernment and its arm y and end­ 
ed the war. One such is a pa­ 
perback, "Vuan Loc — Sai­ 
gon," written by several veter­ 
ans of the final battles 
But in half a dozen book­

bill of rights’’ stymied for the 
past 15 months, are optimistic 
the document's provisions may 
finally be enacted. 
Cole County Circuit Judge 
Byron Kinder, who delayed im­ 
plementation of the far-reach­ 
ing regulations a year ago at 
the request of 14 utilities, has 
given his approval to lawyers 
for the companies and the PSC 
to discuss the pending case. 
" If they can get together and 
work out some compromise, 
that would be fine,” Kinder 
said. “ So I ’m just going to put 
it on a back burner until they 
either reach some agreement 
or tell me they can’t agree and 
want a decision based on the 
information I have before me 
now.” 
PSC officials have said, how­ 
ever, they do not plan to elimi­ 
nate or water down any of the 
regulations. 
Leland Curtis, chief attorney 


for the commission, has tenta­ 
tively scheduled a session with 
the utility attorneys in the next 
several weeks. 
The meeting will be secret 
under provisions of the open 
meetings law permitting closed 
sessions for discussion of pend­ 
ing court cases. 
The meeting was prompted 
by a letter to PSC Chairman 
James Mulvaney from Gov. Jo ­ 
seph Teasdale, who has ac­ 
cused both the commission and 
the utilities of not acting in the 
public interest. Teasdale asked 
that the commission and the 
utilities “ work out a reasonable 
settlement” of the court suit so 
the regulations can be imple­ 
mented. 
Among the major provisions 
of the uniform standards are: 
—Elimination of any charge 
for failure to pay a bill on time. 
More then 750,000 customers of 
various Missouri utilities are 
now subject to late payment 
charges of up to 10 per cent. 
—A ban on utilities requiring 
service deposits in most cases 
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and requirements that six per 
cent interest be paid on depos- 
itis when they are demanded. 
—Procedures and limitations 
on 
disconnecting 
customer 
service. 
—Prohibitions against issuing 
estimated rather than actual 
bills 
for 
longer 
than 
six 
months. 
—Notification to customers of 
proposed rate increases. 
The commission’s order out­ 
lining the standardized proce­ 
dures also allowed individual 
utilities to receive exemptions 
from any or all of them if the 
company can prove compliance 
would be a hardship. 
While many believe Kinder 
will 
uphold 
the 
regulations, 
Curtis said the effort to reach 
an out-of-court settlement was 
being made because with ap­ 
peals from Kinder's decision 
the regulations would not go 
into effect for at least another 
year. 
Mulvaney, who was primarily 
responsible for PSC adoption of 
the bill practices order, has 
said he does not intend to com­ 
promise on the provisions of 
the order themselves, but in­ 
stead try to convince utilities to 
make use of the exemption 
procedure if they feel some of 
the provisions are unreason­ 
able.

“ Most of the utilities are 
doing many of these things 
right now,” Mulvaney said. “ If 
there are some they can’t put 
up with all they have to do is 
prove 
through 
the 
variance 
procedure that those things are 
a hardship That’s all I ’m ask­ 
ing them to do, use the vari­ 
ance procedure They haven’t 
tried that yet.” 
In the past, the utilities have 
contended that to apply for ex­

School program designed to keep 
young Indians from dropping out 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Six- 
teen-year-old Cathy Billy, a 
Choctaw Indian, was a school 
dropout until she became in­ 
volved in a special education 
program designed to 
serve 
American Indian youths in Los 
Angeles County. She now at­ 
tends class full time, is well ad­ 
justed and is planning a career 
in nursing. 
Vernon Ortez, a 17-year-old 
Papago Indian, was also having 
trouble in public school — poor 
grades, absenteeism, and juve­ 
nile gang problems — until he 
became involved in the pro­ 
gram. His grades are now 
good, he will soon be one of the 
first graduates of the program 
and he is planning a career in 
law. 
According to public records, 
American Indian students in 
the Los Angeles area have the 
highest rate of absenteeism of 
any minority group, and the 
highest proportionate level of 
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students withdrawing from pub­ 
lic elementary and secondary 
schools. 
“ Parents were calling and 
asking if there was some way 
we could help them because 
their kids weren’t going to 
school,” says Dave Rambeau, 
education supervisor of the Ixis 
Angeles Indian Center’s Contin­ 
uation School, which was begun 
to deal with this problem. 
“ The reasons why students 
were dropping out of school 
were much the same: the gang 
problem at many schools, and 
the pressure to join gangs. In­ 
dian students didn’t want to get 
involved with gangs,” he says. 
Working with Central High 
School of the lx>s Angeles Uni­ 
fied School District and the I.os 
Angeles County Department of 
Education, the center started 
the school in February 1975 
with 18 students. The district 
supplied the teacher, John De- 
Paolo, who had been teaching 
in similar schools for the past 
five years, and the center pro­ 
vided the classroom and teach­ 
ing assistants. 
DePaolo and his assistants 
work with students on an indi­ 
vidual basis, allowing each stu­ 
dent to learn at his or her own 
pace. The students, all working 
toward a high school diploma, 
contract with DePaolo to do a 
certain amount of work over a 
specified period of time for 
credit. 
The students must take cer­ 
tain courses to fulfill the re­ 
quirements of the school dis­ 
trict, but their choice of elec­ 
tives varies. Because of the in­ 
dividual nature of the program, 
students can enroll in 
the 
school at any time, right up un­ 
til the end of the semester. The 
emphasis is on classroom work, 


not homework and discipline. 
One of the major problems 
facing the center is the fact 
that the Continuation School 
has become too popular. Cur­ 
rently there are 51 students in 
class and there is a waiting 
list. The students, from ages 15 
to 17, probably would never 
have 
finished 
high 
school; 
many had no school credits 
when they came into the pro­ 
gram. 
The center also has a tutorial 
program for students in regular 
public school classes, which is 
designed to help slow readers 
increase their reading ability 
through personalized instruc­ 
tion, and to increase self-con­ 
fidence. In order to increase In­ 
dian self-concept, cultural ma­ 
terial such as tribal legends is 
used for reading and listening. 
Established in 1935 primarily 
as a social club for the small 
number of Indians in the Ix>s 
Angeles area at the time, the 
Indian Center today serves the 
largest urban Indian population 
in the country. 
The postwar population boom 
in l>os Angeles, assisted by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs Relo­ 
cation Program, brought many 
Indians to the area. In 1969, 
B1A estimated the Indian popu 
lation in the l>os Angeles area 
at 60,000. Over 100 different 
tribal groups are represented, 
with the Navajo the largest 
group, followed by the Sioux, 
and then the Five Civilized 
Tribes: Creek, Cherokee, Choc­ 
taw, Seminole and Chicasaw. 
The Los Angeles Indian Cen 
ter is one of 58 urban Indian 
centers being funded in part by 
the Office of Native American 
Programs, an agency of the 
U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare.

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Reasonable exercise 
can be tonic for heart 


NEW YORK (AP) - Looking 
at the indolent, power-assisted 
American way of life, a physi­ 
cian who plays vigorous tennis 
at age 73 says: “Most of us 
don't wear out We rust out " 
Most heart specialists might 
well agree with that statement 
of Dr Theodore G. Klumpp of 
New York, medical consultant 
to the President's Council on 
Physical Fitness and Sports. 
Exercise, they say, is a heart 
tonic. It helps to prevent heart 
attacks. It probably makes at­ 
tacks less severe if they do oc­ 
cur And carefully prescribed, 
graduated exercises are one of 
their antidotes against another 
attack 
The American Heart Associ­ 
ation says regular exercise "is 
at least prudent" as a hope of 
avoiding 
heart 
attacks 
and 
making heart transplants or ar­ 
tificial hearts unnecessary for 
potentially millions of men and 
women. 
No one can actually prove 
that exercise is protective 
Some doctors, including those 
who don't exercise, say ex­ 
ercise is not necessary, or that 
it might even be harmful 
True enough Joggers some­ 
times fall dead. So do some 
tennis players But so also do 
some golfers, whose exercise 
may be no more than a leisure­ 
ly 
walk, 
if they don't 
hop 
aboard golf carts. 
About half of all heart at­ 
tacks occur during sleep. 
"Hard work never hurt a 
healthy heart," said the late 
Dr 
Paul Dudlev White, the 


eminent heart specialist who 
championed bicycling and hik­ 
ing and life-long exercise. He 
died at age 87 from a stroke. 
At age 88, Eula Weaver of 
Santa 
Monica. 
Calif., 
keeps 
winning gold medals for run­ 
ning mile and half-mile races 
in Senior Olympics events She 
has six medals so far 
Seven years ago she was 
crippled with congestive heart 
failure, anginal pains, had gal­ 
loping high blood pressure and 
severe arthritis. 
She followed an ultrastrict, 
almost fatless diet designed by 
Nathan Pritikin, a nutritionist, 
to correct her artery-clogging 
disease of atherosclerosis. In- 
tially, she could walk only 100 
feet 
before heart pains hit. 
Gradually increasing walking 
exercise was prescribed, then 
later she turned to jogging and 
running 
Pritikin says he thinks the 
vigorous exercise can be credit­ 
ed with 10 to 20 per cent of her 
remarkable 
transformation 
The major benefit, he says, 
came from the diet of 10 per 
cent protein, 10 per cent fat. 
and 
the 
rest carbohydrates, 
with salt restricted, and no cho­ 
lesterol. 
Director of the Longevity Re­ 
search Institute founded a year 
ago in Santa Barbara. Calif., he 
tells of other men and women 
who he reports have returned 
to health, some having avoided 
anticipated 
coronary 
bypass 
surgery. 
Pritikin has some medical 
sunoorters as well as critics 


who he says will be answered 
soon when he publishes re­ 
search results 
Cardiologists blame the soft, 
inactive way of life for sabotag­ 
ing Americans’ hearts. We ride 
rather than walk a few blocks. 
We have power steering and 
power lawn mowers and elec­ 
tric can openers. Machines per­ 
form our labors at work or at 
home 
We watch rather than 
participate in sports. 
Less physical activity means 
spending fewer calories, so too 
many Americans "bank" more 
calories as savings than they 
spend, with resulting bulges or 
outright obesity. Being over­ 
weight 
is 
not 
considered 
healthy for the heart or body in 
general. 
"Physical inactivity should 
be fought as much as crime in 
the streets, and as a disease as 
serious as cancer and tubercu­ 
losis." says Dr. Zenonas Dan- 
ielevicius in a recent editorial 
in the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 
Exercise burns calories. A 
really brisk walk can withdraw 
five to six calories per minute 
from the "bank ” One pound of 
fat represents 3,500 stored ca­ 
lories. usually banked by the 
habit of consuming somewhat 
more calories per day than are 
spent. 
Specialists 
say 
regular, 
rhythmic and vigorous exercise 
gives the heart reserves to 
meet emergencies They mean 
real exercise, several times a 
week 
Exercise often can help re­ 


duce elevated blood pressure 
and help control diabetes The 
physically fit person is less 
likely to suffer low back pains 
and is more likely to sleep bet­ 
ter Exercise can reduce mus­ 
cular and emotional tensions 
And, say some, one's sex life is 
likely to improve, too. 
All specialists warn against 
sudden ventures into strenuous 
exercise on your own.

Recommended are exercises 
that involve the large muscles 
of the legs, to improve circula­ 
tion and work for the heart. 
This means physical movement

table tennis and the like. And 
of course it helps if the activity 
is fun rather than just dutiful. 
Isometric exercises, opposing 
muscles against one another, or 
weight lifting can build strong­ 
er muscles, but don’t confer the 
same kind of benefit for the 
heart, the specialists say. 
See to it. they add, that your 
children develop physical activ­ 
ity as a lifelong habit. 
Some studies indicate that 
vigorous, regular exercise helps 
reduce the blood level of cho­ 
lesterol, 
the fatty substance 
blamed as a main culprit in 
narrowing and clogging heart 
arteries, setting the stage for 
twurt attacks.

Adelina Patti, Enrico Caruso, 
Amelita Galli-Curci, Mary Gar­ 
den, 
Blanche 
Marchesi 
— 
nam es to conjure up the golden 
age of opera — are all in the 
Cole collection, considered one 
of the best in the Southeast. 
"I personally consider these 
antique records to be docu­ 
ments of operatic history as 
much as books are 
written 
documents of history," 
said 
Cole, 
a 
librarian 
at 
South­ 
eastern Ixiuisiana University. 


"The styles as well as the ac­ 
tual voices of the singers are 
documented in these grooves." 


Cole began his collection w ith 
a gift from the widow of an 
Emory University professor. 
"She gave me nearly a hun­ 
dred of these old one-sided 78s 
and for the first tim e I could 
h e a r 
these 
incom parable 
voices,” 
said 
Cole. 
"T h at’s 
when the collecting bug hit 
m e." 


There have been highlights in 
the six years of collecting that 
followed, like the record by Al- 
lessandro M oreschi, a castrato 
soprano, he found in a French 
Quarter junk shop.

"H e was the only castrato so­ 
prano ever to m ake a record 
and was 55 years old at the 
tim e. 
"W hen I happened on this 
jewel. I m anaged to keep a po­ 
ker face while 1 asked the own­ 
er how m uch he wanted for the 
record. Im agine my thrill when 
he told m e 25 cents."

are 
records cut by Patti, consid­ 
ered by m any to be the singer 
of her century, and Pasquale 
A m ata, 
the 
Italian 
baritone 
who retired to Baton Rouge in 
1921 and founded the Ixiuisiana 
State U niversity opera d ep art­ 
m ent, first in the nation to be 
affiliated with a state-run uni­ 
versity.

lived and 
worked in New O rleans 
Her 
Royal Street apartm ent still 
stands and is called P a tti’s 
Court.

days. To make a cup of any herb 
tea you start with a teapot, and

After all, it has been said, it was obviously just an honest 
mistake. Charleston wasn’t trying to cheat or pull anything over 
on Sikeston. They were ahead by 30 points already. They didn’t 
need Ron Gary to help them win. Why couldn’t Sikeston have just 
stayed quiet and not said anything’’ 
This is the real heart of the issue 
This column is not meant to condemn Charleston for their 
violation, nor is it intended to exonerate Sikeston for their ac­

The easiest road out of the entire unfortunate situation would 
have been for Sikeston to say nothing But Keller, the head of the 
MSHSAA. says that member schools of the association have a 
responsibility - an obligation -- to report violations when they are 
aware of them Just because some schools fail to report 
violations doesn't mean it’s the correct thing to do. He even 
hinted that there could be possible penalties for schools whe are 
aware of violations and don't report them 
The controversy will continue on for years, adding fuel to the 
rivalry between the two schools Did Sikeston have another 
motive for sending in the letter of information, knowing that 
Charleston would probably have to forfeit the gam e’’ We’ll 
probably never know It doesn't really m atter now. anyway. It's 
over and done with. 
The end result is that Charleston's final record will read 20-2 
instead of 31-1 And if the SeMoConference votes to do so. they wil> 
award Sikeston and Cape Central a share of the conference 
championship Let's hope that is not the case. If any team 
deserved to win the conference, it was the Bluejays 
If a three-way tie is the decision of the conference, then 
Sikeston and Cape Central will share the title in name only They 
will have nothing to be proud of in the way of athletic 
achievements Sikeston’s will bean empty victory. 
But Charleston, although losing in the record books, will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that they beat the socks off their 
rivals on the court. They'll know in their own minds that they 
were the best team in the conference- hands down 
And that's something that no Board of Control can take away

cause nearly all the deaths 
from heart transplants, but at 
Stanford some advances have 
been made on both fronts. 
Recently, an antiserum from 
the blood of rabbits has had 
striking success in preventing 
rejection. The antiserum sup­ 
presses the body's attem pts to 
destroy the foreign heart. In 
more than 35 patients treated 
with the antiserum , called Rab­ 
bit ATG (antithymocyte globu­ 
lin), survival for nearly three 
years has been about 70 per 
cent, compared with 33 per 
cent three-year survival for all 
patients during the nine years 
of the program 
With Rabbit ATG "there is a 
smaller number of rejection 
episodes and a greater interval 
between the transplant and the 
first rejection," said Copeland 
This means the patient can be 
given a lower dose of other im­ 
munosuppressive drugs, there­ 
by decreasing the chance of in­ 
fection. 
Another weapon against re­ 
jection is a biopsy device that 
is threaded through a neck vein 
and deep into the heart’s pump 
ing cham ber to snip a bit of tis­ 
sue Studied under the micro­ 
scope, the tissue gives early 
warning when rejection is be­ 
ginning so that steps to sup­ 
press it can begin quickly. 
There have been six cases 
lately in which a failing trans­ 
planted heart was removed by

Neither blindness nor 
stroke stops saxophonist 


EAST ORANGE. N.J. (AP) 
— When Hahsaan Roland Kirk 
suffered a stroke almost 18 
months 
ago, 
some said he 
would never play again 
But 
driven by the sam e yearning 
that pushed him toward music 
when he went blind as a child 
of 4. Kirk is playing today. 
“ I had the whole musical 
community 
behind 
m e," 
he 
said of the period after his re­ 
cent illness “ Having so many 
people behind me and being 
able to play the tenor sax a few 
months after the stroke were 
such good moments.” 


He’s got a new album, "Kirk- 
atron," following on the heels 
of “The Return of the 5,000 
Pound Man." “ Kirkatron" cov­ 
ers a lot of musical territory — 
from Leon Russell’s "This Mas­ 
querade” to some Kirk origi­ 
nals like “J. Griff's Blues" and 
“Steppin’ Into Beauty.” 
Some of the tracks were cut 
during Kirk's performance at 
the 1975 jazz festival in Mon- 
treux, Switzerland The others 
— studio sessions — were inter­ 
rupted by the jazzm an’s stroke 
in November of that year 


“ I didn't go out of my way to 
force myself to do anything 
new on ray album ," said Kirk. 
He spoke in the music room in 
the modest New Jersey home 
he shares with his wife, Dor- 
thaan, and their four children 
"There’s nothing new musi­ 
cally. When someone says he’s 
doing 
something 
new, 
he's 
being presumptuous. 
“There’ve been creators of 
music long before a lot of us 
have been on this earth. 1 don’t 
think any generation can say 
they are doing anything new 
Maybe they're using different 
approaches and working with 
what’s around them, like elec­ 
tricity But the music has al­ 
ways been there ” 
Nevertheless, the 41-year-old 
Kirk has been called everything 
from eccentric to surrealistic in 
his approach to jazz on the te­ 
nor sax and a variety of other 
horns. 


Before the cerebral vascular 
accident that left him partially 
paralyzed 
on his right 
side, 
Kirk 
was 
perhaps the only 
serious musician around who

slightly immobile, he only occa­ 
sionally tackles two horns at 
once, working the fingers of his 
left hand 
on one and leaving 
the keys 
of the other

Kirk is confident he will re­ 
gain full use of the right hand 
He undergoes daily physical 
therapy exercises to that end 
Support for Kirk included a 
tribute at last year's Newport 
Jazz Festival. Part of the pro­ 
ceeds were used to pay his hos­ 
pital bills 
"There’s still a lot to be 
done.” Kirk said “There's a lot 
I'd like to do other than music. 
But in this country they don't 
permit you to do that They put 
a tag on you and keep you in
